owner of a solar generation facility from claiming a facility is pollinator 

friendly unless the facility has received a specified designation; etc.

Establishing the Summer Meals Expansion Grant Program; providing the 

purpose of the program is to provide funds to sponsors to increase the number 

of children and the number of meals served through the Summer Food Service 

Program; requiring the State Department of Education to administer the 

Program; authorizing specified uses of funds in the Program; requiring a 

sponsor that has received a specified grant in a specified year to continue to 

receive the grant subject to specified conditions; etc.
